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‘A ship has sailed along the northern 
coasts of Earope and Asia, through 
the Northeast Passage into the waters 
of the Pacific Ocean. The Vega 
sailed from Gothenburg, in Sweden, 
on Jüly 4, 1878; sighted Behring 
Strait in September; was frozen in 
for nine months; got out of the ice 
fields in the middle of last July; 


passed Behring Strait two days after- 


wards, and ten days ago the news of 


her arrival at Yokohama, Japan, 


reached New Tork. The Vega is the 
only v. vessel that has ever made the 
passage. 

The voyage was made in the inter- 
ests of science, the expedition being 
in charge of Prof. Nordenskjold. The 
Northeast Passage has thus been 
proved possible. The Professor thinks 
that, with more experience of naviga- 
tion in the Northern seas, the voyage 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific by 
way of the Northeast Pessage will be 
safe and certain. But allowances 
must be made for the natural enthusi- 
asm of a’ scientist flushed with the 
success of his expedition, It is safe 
to say: that the route can ‘never be

Crazy John has been much . 
since his cabin was burned on Sunday 
night. He goes about muttering to 
himself continually. He seems to 
think that some one set fire tu his hut 
on purpose to burn him out. Last 
evening between six and seven o'clock 
Crazy Johu went into Hagerman & 
Schooling’s store. There his attention 


became arrested by a large cheese that 
was lying on the counter. The blade 
of the knife was over a foot long. The 
sight of the long blade appeared to 
have the effect of stirring up all the 
madness in John’s brains. He sud- 
denly seized it iu his hand and rushed 


towards W. P. McLaughlin, the beok- 
keeper of the establishment, who was 
standing near bim. McGlaughblin 
saw him coming with. the knife, — 
retired behind the counter, as he had 
no notion of gratifying ‘the sudden 
whim which he saw — taken posses- 
sion of John. The crazy man started 
after him, calling out: Lou d—n 
meme, re Ramee set fire to my 
house, d—n you.”
